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‘On the beat’ with a Special Constable 


REPORTER Lawrence John went ‘on 
patrol’ with Northamptonshire Police 
in Kettering to get a close up and 
personal view of modern policing 



It might sound like a cliche but no 
two nights of policing are the same. 

This is not my opinion but the 
thoughts of one of the officers I 
spoke to when observing what was 
happening in Kettering town centre 
last Friday. 

The officer in question said the 
night I was out was so different to 
the Friday before Christmas when 
Dalkeith Place was awash with rev¬ 
ellers so you could not move. 

My evening ‘on the beat’ with a 
Special Constable called Matt (he 
did not want his surname pub¬ 
lished) began very quietly as the 
rain seemed to keep everything 
quiet. 

Matt said: “I started my training in 
February 2011 and this lasted six 
months. 

“After this time I was able to go out 
on the beat but had to go out with a 
Police Constable who acted as my 
guide. 

“We always go out in a team. 

“During the first few weeks of the 
job I was nervous but I got more 


confident as the team supports you 
really well and I became part of an 
extended family. 

“Last year I did 800 hours which 
was four times the basic limit of 200 
hours which is the amount you have 
to do. 

“I did as many hours as I did 
because I enjoy the job 100 per cent 
and as I feel I am making a differ¬ 
ence. 

“When you see those words ‘mak¬ 
ing a difference’ on a poster asking 
for people to volunteer to be a spe¬ 
cial you would automatically think 
of reducing crime. 

“It is about people appreciating 
what you do. 

“But it is also about having more 
police out and about. 

“I work for two days a week usual¬ 
ly a Friday and a Saturday.” 

Being a special constable is not 
Matt’s full time job as his day job is 
in IT where he works 8.30am to 
5.30pm and follows this up with 
two shifts from 8pm to 7am. 

You could clearly see there was a 
police presence in Kettering and 
people did ask if there was some¬ 
thing going on but were told this 
was the normal level of policing. 

I had no idea what to expect when 
I was out with the police. 

At the beginning it was watching 
the drinkers go from pub to pub or 
arrive in town. 

Then there was a call of a distur¬ 
bance outside a club called Seven. 

There was a minor verbal alterca¬ 
tion involving a customer who had 
been asked to leave the club. 


He was questioned by the police 
and dealt with quickly. 

One hour later, a car stops and 
tells the police of an accident and 
the junction of Bowling Green Road 
and London Road. 

We jump into a van and are there 
in seconds. 

The collision involved two cars 
which were removed from the road 
by the police and the fire brigade. 

No one was injured and state¬ 
ments were taken from all parties. 

Less than 50 minutes later and a 
drunken man is seen laying on the 
pavement in Dalkeith Place. 

He was not hurt but incapable of 
looking after himself. 


The police had to find out where 
he lived as they did not want him 
left on his own. 

We went to his parents address but 
no one was in so they took him to 
his home where there was someone 
to look after him.

Chief calls for 
action in town

Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire 
Adrian Lee has sent an 
open letter directly to the 
people of Northampton 
asking them if the leisure 
zone is becoming a crime 
zone. 

In a hard hitting letter, 
Adrian Lee calls for 
members of the public to 
tell him their views on 
the evidence that a quar¬ 
ter of Northampton’s 
crime takes place in the 
leisure zone area of the 
town. 

In his letter he states: 
“Violence on the leisure 
zone is decreasing over¬ 
all but between 3am- 
6am it is increasing. 
“Violence on the leisure 
zone between 3am-6am 


has increased by 91% 
between 2004/5 and 
2012/13 

“A third of leisure zone 
alcohol flagged violence 
occurs between 3am- 
6am at weekends 

“A&E assaults peak at 
weekends and in the 
early hours of Saturday 
and Sunday mornings 
the ambulance service 
says there is a peak on 
the leisure zone and rest 
of Northampton between 
3am-5am at weekends. 

“I would be very inter¬ 
ested to hear from mem¬ 
bers of the public their 
views on this evidence. 

“I do think this evi¬ 
dence demonstrates that 
restricting alcohol sales 
to times negotiated with 
the licensing trade would 
reduce violence in our 
town centres.” 


Mr Lee said he has 
offered councillors and 
magistrates a chance to 
see the night-time econ¬ 
omy at these times to 
assist them in making 
decisions on this issue. 

The Chief added: 
“Seeing and experienc¬ 
ing is different from 
reading about it.” 
Today, The Northants 
Herald & Post will launch 
an on line poll asking you 
the public what you 
think.

Northampton mother-of-two Natalie 
Crawford went 28 years thinking she had 
asthma... until doctors discovered it was life 
threatening disease cystic fibrosis. 

But despite the devastating news, the moth- 
er-of-two tells the Herald ‘my life is the best 
and I am in a great place right now’. 

Earlier this month we highlighted part of 
Natalie’s story when she revealed she would 
be taking part in the Silverstone half-mara- 
thon to raise awareness of the disease. 

Today, Natalie tells us her full story. 

Natalie, now 31, of Duston, Northampton, 
was just five months pregnant with her son, 
Preston, when she was told her unborn baby 
boy had cystic fibrosis. 

But, after further investigation, doctors then 
dropped a second bombshell and found that 
Natalie had it too - despite being told repeat¬ 
edly for nearly three decades that she had 
asthma. 

The mother, a former nursery teacher at 
Ravenstone House pre-prepatory school, said: 


“I spent nights crying and it was heartbreak¬ 
ing. Everyone wants a healthy baby and I was 
told that not only was my baby not healthy, 
but I wasn’t healthy either. 

“It was like a bad dream and I think I lived 
the first few weeks after diagnosis in a daze, 
trying to absorb everything whilst having to 
put on a brave face for my daughter. 

“It was the hardest time of my life I think.” 

However, determined not to let this break 
her, she made a vow to keep going. 

“I am a very positive person with a very 
strong mind and vowed from the beginning I 
wouldn’t let this break me and I had to turn 
from a huge negative into a positive. I look for 
the silver lining in everything - it’s crazy but it 
gets me through!” 

Currently, there is no cure for cystic fibrosis. 
However, specialized medical care, aggres¬ 
sive drug treatments and therapies, along 
with proper CF nutrition, can lengthen and 
improve the quality of life for those with CF. 

Natalie is now preparing to run the 
Silverstone half-marathon on March 2 in the 
aim of raising the awareness of CF.

Couple face 
extradition

Northampton grandparents 
Paul and Sandra Dunham face 
extradition and years in an 
American jail after legal pro¬ 
ceedings in the US they were’t 
even aware of. 

Paul, 58, and Sandra, 57, say 
their lives have been ruined and 
they have been brought to their 
knees by an extradition system 
which allows British citizens to 
be easily plucked out of the UK by 
American courts. 

If their appeal fails on February 
6 at the High Court they will be 
taken to face charges in Maryland, 
with possibly months behind 
bars waiting for trial and the 
prospect of years in jail if found 
guilty. 

The couple have not yet had a 
chance to contest the charges, 
which relate to disputed business 
expenses claims when the couple 
worked for an American compa¬ 
ny, and say they are without 
merit. 

Paul has suffered mini-strokes 
and depression since the couple’s 
arrest in November 2012. The 
couple are doing their best to sur¬ 
vive on £16 a week in benefits and 
money from Sandra’s part time 


accounting work. 

He said: “I never once believed 
we could be embroiled in such a 
Kafka-esque nightmare with no 
money to properly defend our¬ 
selves. I’ve written to David 
Cameron and Theresa May, nei¬ 
ther of whom have bothered to 
respond to me. In opposition they 
recognised the failings in the 
Extradition Act but, in power, are 
making matters worse by trying 
to prevent defendants’ automatic 
right of appeal. 

“I spent 30 years working hard, 
thankfully with the unfailing 
support of Sandra. Yet look at us 
today. She and I are law abiding 
citizens brought to our knees by 
our inability to fight these vindic¬ 
tive charges. 

“We have now lost everything 
but our liberty - and even that 
will be taken away if we’re extra¬ 
dited. There’s no sense of justice 
in these extradition arrange¬ 
ments. You expect your govern¬ 
ment to protect you against the 
overbearing might of a foreign 
justice system. Well no such luck 
if you’re British. Why do we have 
to be extradited months, more 
likely years, before trial to lan¬ 
guish in a US prison cell, sepa¬ 
rated from each other? 

The Dunhams appeal is heard 
at the High Court on February 6.

County Hall in 
Northampton, was 
told the facts of her 
untimely death. 

PC Andrew feavons 
from the Collision 
Investigation Team 
said the Fiat Punto 
had stopped as it had 
already had an acci¬ 
dent. 

He told the court 
Sarah was standing 
by the drivers door 
on the phone to her 


father when she was 
hit by a car drive by 
Cornelius Doyle. 

The impact had 
pushed her back¬ 
wards and she 
became entangled in 
the steel tension 
cable. 

He said: “This was a 
freak and tragic inci¬ 
dent.” 

Giving her verdict 
the county coroner, 
Anne Pember the 
death was acciden¬ 
tal.

Today this could well be 
referring to the voyage we 
are going on as the first gen¬ 
eration to get to grips with 
Social Media and the new 
ways of communicating via 
apps like Skype and 
Snapchat. 

We do so much via our lap¬ 
tops or tablets and commu¬ 
nicate through them to the 
outside world be it buying 
goods on line or talking to 
family members or friends 
overseas of miles from where 
we live. 

In the big scheme of things 
where does this leave us as 
humans? Well according to 
Social Media expert Emma 
Rose at the University of 
Northampton, in a good 
shape and at the start of a 
technological revolution. 

Emma said: “What you are 
finding is a shift in human 
behaviour. 


“Twelve years ago sceptics 
said social media would 
make people more detached 
from each other. 

“Recent academic studies 
have shown the benefits of 
social media and how it has 
connected more people in 
social education and learn¬ 
ing. 

“It has also increased peo¬ 
ple’s networks and is now an 
extension of their behaviour. 

“People interact more easi¬ 
ly and are open to a wider set 
of contacts. 

“What we are seeing is 
human behaviour changing 
as we negotiate this change. 

“The way teenagers com¬ 
municate is immediate. 

“Snapchat is not a record, it 


is a moment in time which is 
soon over. 

“Connecting with people is 
easier as if you had to con¬ 
tact all your friends on 
Facebook or Twitter by call¬ 
ing them on the phone it 
could take all your weekend. 

“All you do now is be part of 
a network and make a com¬ 
ment which is answered. 

“As human beings we are 
always looking to make a 
connection and Social 
Media now is the first step 
on a new ladder. 

“It gives us a connection 
which is now ever present 
and tells us what is going on. 

“We are on a curve and we 
do not know where it will 
end up.

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Children in county 
better protected

Northamptonshire Police 
has made significant pro¬ 
gress in improving its child 
protection arrangements, 
according to a new report by 
the Government's policing 
watchdog. 

In January 2013, Her 
Majesty’s Inspector of 
Constabulary identified fail¬ 
ings in Northamptonshire 
Police’s child protection 
arrangements following a 
multi-agency pilot inspec¬ 
tion. 

HMIC then visited the force 
in March 2013 and again in 
June 2013 to check on its pro¬ 
gress in responding to their 
recommendations. 

In a revisit inspection in 
October 2013 by HM 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC), Northants Police 
was found to have made pro¬ 
gress in child protection 
arrangements by developing 
a joint approach with other 
agencies, such as children’s 
social care, health, education 
and probation.

“The force recognises 
it still has more work to do. 
It should continue to focus on 
improving its child protec¬ 
tion arrangements, but it 
deserves credit for the posi¬ 
tive changes it has made.

Wakely agrees new two year deal to stay at Northants

Northants Cricket have announced that one 
day captain Alex Wakely has signed a new 
two-year deal with the club, which will see 
him remain at the County Ground until the 
end of the 2015 season. 

Wakely enjoyed a superb 2013 season as he 
led the Steelbacks to Friends Life t20 silver¬ 
ware, the club’s first competition win for 21 
years. 

The 25-year-old batsman scored heavily in 
one day formats during 2013, with 366 runs at 
an average of 36.6 in the Yorkshire Bank 40 as 
the Steelbacks fell just short of a semi-final 
berth in a well-fought campaign. 

A former England U19 captain, Wakely also 
scored 457 runs in four day cricket as the 
county were promoted from Division Two of 
the LV= County Championship and 214 runs 


in the Friends Life t20 to round off a produc¬ 
tive season with the bat in all formats of the 
domestic game. 

“I’m very happy to have signed a new deal 
with the club,” said Wakely after putting pen 
to paper. 

“I love this club and consider myself a 
Northants boy through and through. 

“I’ve been here since I was 12 and have 
enjoyed some amazing times but none more 
so than in 2013, when we finally won a trophy. 
I feel the whole club is in a very good state, the 
players we have are as good as any out there 
and I believe the club is going in all the right 
directions. 

“I have so much more I want to achieve with 
my own game and I am very happy that 
Northants have given me the chance to do this 
at the County Ground. 

“I can’t wait for the challenge of First 


Division LV= County Championship cricket 
and hopefully a chance to prove myself.” 

Head Coach David Ripley added: “It is great 
news that Alex has decided to extend his stay 
here at the County Ground, he’s a fine young 
player, improving captain and a top person. 

“I am looking forward to continuing our 
work together over the next two years and 
beyond.” 

Meanwhile, bowler Muhammad Azhar Ullah 
and all-rounder Steven Crook will be entering 
the Indian Premier League [IPL] auction on 
February 12 and 13, along with Northants’ 
2014 overseas signing Jackson Bird. 

All-rounder David Willey has declined the 
opportunity to enter the auction, so he can 
concentrate on regaining his fitness. 

The IPL is the world’s premier domestic T20 
competition, and attracts the best players 
from around the globe. 


Notable names in the auction include 
Cameron White, Kevin Pietersen and Aaron 
Finch but if the county players are chosen by 
a club, they will miss games in this country. 

“The IPL is firmly established in the interna¬ 
tional cricket calendar and we fully under¬ 
stand the desire for players to be a part of it,” 
said Ripley. 

“We wish the lads well if selected, and if they 
are, it will give opportunities for others to 
start the season well for us.” 

Northants Cricket Chief Executive, David 
Smith, added: “We can confirm that Steven 
Crook and Muhammad Azhar Ullah will enter 
the IPL auction on the 12th and 13th February, 
which the club fully supports. 

“David Willey has declined the opportunity 
to enter the auction, despite lots of interest 
from the IPL. Instead David has decided to 
focus on his fitness and playing for Northants.”

Cobblers chairman David Cardoza 
says his new manager Chris Wilder 
‘ticks all the boxes’. 

The Northampton Town chief has 
persuaded the 46-year-old to leave 
promotion chasing Oxford United 
for the club who are bottom of 
League Two - and he could not be 
happier. 

Wilder has signed a three-and-a- 
half year deal to replace Aidy 
Boothroyd - who was sacked by the 
Cobblers more than a month ago 
on December 21 - and Cardoza is 
also happy that his long search for 
a successor is over. 

“Chris for us ticks all of the 
boxes/’ said Cardoza. 

“He’s managed several hundred 
games and had success wherever 
he has gone. 

“He’s never been fired and he’s a 
sensible guy with great contacts in 
the game. He’s very well respected 
with a 45 per cent win ratio. 

“The fact that we’ve got him from 
Oxford, who are a couple of points 
off second place in League Two, 
and got him to come down to the 
club who are 24th, is a real coup for 
us. 

“It’s a very brave move for Chris 
but I’m really excited about this. 

“Finally we can settle it down and 
move on, hopefully very quickly, 
and then we can build the club 
again over the next two to three 
years. 

“We’re six points away from safe¬ 
ty. We needed someone to come in 
and stabilise things very quickly. 


“We need to lift the players and 
add some quality in a short period 
of time.” 

Cardoza apologised to fans that 
the process of appointing 
Boothroyd’s replacement took so 
long but he has always insisted that 
he would not be rushed to ensure 
he got the right man. 

“I apologise that it’s taken this 
long but I’m certainly not apologis¬ 
ing that it’s taken this long to find 
the right person,” he said. “I have to 


do what’s best for the football club. 

“There are a lot of people who 
have tried to bully me, belittle me 
or force me into making a decision 
before I was ready to. But we had to 
get the right person.” 

The chairman is now poised to 
bring out his chequebook again 
having already done so for manag¬ 
ers old and new in recent weeks. 

“We’ve had to pay significant 
compensation to Oxford for Chris 
and significant compensation to 


Aidy Boothroyd,” said Cardoza. 

“And now we’ve got to go and sign 
a few more players as well. It’s a 
very expensive job but we’re bot¬ 
tom of the Football League. 

“There are 20 games left. We’ll get 
the players in, it doesn’t matter if 
it’s two hours before the window 
closes. 

“Come Saturday things will be a 
lot more settled and we’ll be look¬ 
ing like a team who can get out of 
trouble.” 


King ‘loved’ taking 
the Sixfields reins

Caretaker manager Andy King said he 
‘loved’ his short spell as boss of 
Northampton Town, and has wished the 
club all the best for their relegation battle. 

The 57-year-old, who collected four points 
from his five games in temporary charge 
since Aidy Boothroyd’s sacking, has opted 
to leave Sixfields following the appoint¬ 
ment of Chris Wilder and his new assistant 
Alan Knill. 

Boothroyd’s former number two had been 
a contender for the job on a full-time basis 
and he joked that he would not be sharing 
any words of wisdom with the new manager 
after his final game was Saturday’s 3-1 
home defeat to Chesterfield. 

“I wouldn’t give advice,” said King. “It’s a 
bit like having five wives and being divorced 
each time and then giving a marriage guid¬ 
ance lecture. 

“I’ve had my go and I’ve loved it. I think it’s 
a very good football club, and all my best 
wishes and hopes for 2014 are that 
Northampton survive.” 

Chairman David Cardoza thanked King - 
whose sole victory in charge was the 2-1 win 
at Newport County on January 4 - following 
his departure from the club. 

“We are disappointed that Andy has cho¬ 
sen to leave but we wish him well,” he said. 

“He did a very good job in difficult cir¬ 
cumstances over the last few weeks, and he 
conducted himself with great dignity and 
in good humour. He is a real football man 
and a very genuine and honest man. 

“He met with Chris Wilder and Alan Knill 
and typical of the man, he decided it would 
be better for Chris and Alan to start with a 
clean slate and so he felt it would be best to 
leave. We are disappointed but we fully 
respect his decision.” 

Knill, the former Rotherham, Bury and 
Scunthorpe boss, signs on at Sixfields hav¬ 
ing most recently been at the helm of the 
Cobblers’ relegation rivals Torquay United, 
who he kept in League Two last season. 

He was sacked by the Gulls on January 2 
after their poor start to the campaign and 
replaced by former Cobblers midfielder 
Chris Hargreaves, who was himself in the 
frame for the Northampton job. 

“He’s an experienced guy and a great 
coach,” said Wilder on Knill.

The postman always rings twice but you can 
make that many more times for David Cardoza 
- the man who “always delivers” - on his 
phone-bashing search for a new manager. 

As with the mail the product supplied might 
also be late and not the one you had been 
expecting. 

This was the case when Chris Wilder arrived 
on the Sixfields doorstep after a five week wait 
with Colin Calderwood presumably stuck at 
Thetford Forest and Chris Hargreaves 
returned to sender. 

Wilder’s appointment was received with 
muted enthusiasm amongst careworn 
Cobblers’ fans who had debated the merits of 
70 potential candidates on an internet mes¬ 


sage board. TV’s “The Thick of It” coined the 
term “omnishambles” - a phrase that might 
not cover the public perception of the quest 
for a new manager that has had Sixfields regu¬ 
lars reaching for the Malcolm Tucker exple¬ 
tives. 

At some point or other Martin Allen, Chris 
Hargreaves, Steve Burr, Colin Calderwood 
and Justin Edinburgh had been rumoured to 
be in line for the job with the bookies’ odds 
going in and out quicker than the people on 
“Benefits Street” into the local off-license. 

The question on everyone’s lips is whether 
Wilder was plan A, B or C? 

Surely if the 46 year-old coach, who left 
Oxford to join the Cobblers on a three and a 
half year deal, was first choice of the 
Northampton board then he would have been 
secured when Aidy Boothroyd was fired on 
December 21? 

Why then, with Wilder suitable for the role, 
interview Chris Hargreaves and allegedly 
approach Newport’s Justin Edinburgh about 
the vacancy? 

Whatever the case, Wilder has the job and 
faces the immediate challenge of moving the 
Cobblers away from the bottom two. 


The secondary task will be to win over fans 
less than impressed with his anti-climactic 
appointment and wary of reports from Oxford 
fans. 

The consensus amongst Yellows’ supporters 
is that with only a contract till the end of the 
season, Wilder is looking for job security 
although with the Cobblers’ record of man¬ 
ager sackings he might be on a hiding to noth¬ 
ing with that one. 

Yet Wilder, who played a solitary game for 
Northampton in 1998, possesses a steady win 
ratio of 45 per cent at Oxford and leaves the 
Kassam with the U’s in a respectable sixth 
place in League Two. 

The Cobblers’ faithful remember all too 
well, with the sacking of Ian Sampson, that 
being over-critical can see a good man out of a 
job and it may be that those Oxford fans 
rejoicing at Wilder’s departure will regret it 
long term. 

One unfortunate offshoot of the saga is that 
Cobblers’ chairman David Cardoza’s steward¬ 
ship of the club has been criticised. 

Northampton fans had treated the Cardoza 
family with deference before Boothroyd’s 
sacking but with the club bottom of the 


Football League and a month long hiatus 
without a manager, suddenly the knives were 
out, with talk of a protest at Saturday’s match 
against Chesterfield. 

Some say that the Cardozas got off lightly 
when agreeing to the “tenancy agreement” 
with Coventry City without consulting sup¬ 
porters and recent events have brought to a 
head discontent over a perceived aloofness in 
their handling of the club. 

Certainly, the Northampton board will have 
to improve communications with the 
Cobblers’ fan base. 

With supporters running teams like 
Portsmouth and Wimbledon, gone are the 
days when fans were content to be drip fed 
information from private board meetings. 

However, David Cardoza is a big enough guy 
to take criticism on the chin and as an ex¬ 
stock broker will see Wilder’s appointment as 
a calculated risk. 

Northampton fans however will not be easily 
won over with some suggesting they’d rather 
have Gene Wilder than Chris. 

In that case Cardoza junior might have to 
turn into Willie Wonga to get back into their 
good books. 
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Chris Wilder is the man 
Northampton Town have 
trusted to keep them in the 
Football League and he 
believes that he is the right 
man for the job. 

After a weekend of intense 
speculation, the former Oxford 
United manager was unveiled 
as Aidy Boothroyd’s replace¬ 
ment on Monday and is under 
no illusions that he faces a her¬ 
culean task. 

His new club are six points 
adrift of safety at the very bot¬ 
tom of League Two and in real 
danger of being relegated to 
the Skrill Premier and non¬ 
league football. 

“It’s a big job,” said Wilder 
after putting pen to paper on a 
three-and-a-half year deal at 
Sixfields, where he will be 
assisted by Alan Knill. 

“But my record I think speaks 
for itself, in terms of win ratios, 
in terms of progression of a 
club and building a team. 

“I think it’s a division that if 
you get the right people with 
the desire, spirit, organisation 
and ability you can turn it 



around and that’s what we’re 
looking to do. The club’s not 
dead and buried. I’m confi¬ 
dent we can go in the right 
direction. 

“There is nothing to lose, a 
lot of people think it’s already 
done and dusted but it’s my job 
to change that attitude.” 

Wilder’s Oxford were sixth in 
League Two when he left and 
are well in the promotion mix, 
so his decision to swap that for 
a relegation dogfight seems a 
questionable one. 

“I understand people asking 
me that question,” he said. 

“There comes a time when 
you have to make a decision 
personally, for your family and 
the security of the future and 
where you’re going with your 
career professionally. 

“Maybe it was just that the 
timing was right. I have my 
reasons and I think people 
should respect that. 

“The ambition of this club is 
still there. I’ve made a brave 
decision I feel, but I’m 100 per 
cent sure I’ve made the right 
decision.” 

The new manager was denied 
an early chance to watch his 
side in action when Tuesday’s 


home clash with Rochdale was 
postponed due to a water¬ 
logged pitch - although this 
did give him more time to 
work before the League trip to 
Cheltenham on Saturday. 

With the transfer window 
closing tomorrow, Wilder faces 
a busy period strengthening a 
squad which is in clear need of 
improvement. 

Bradford City striker Alan 
Connell is understood to be 
his first new addition but 
Wilder does see some positives 
in the group of players he 
inherited from Boothroyd, 
who was sacked in December. 

“You do your homework and 
there are a decent core group 
of players there,” he said. 

“There is a lot of ability in the 
group, I’m looking forward to 
adding to it. I’m confident I 
can attract the right type of 
players and there will be some 
additions before Friday. 

“It’s pretty obvious that there 
are areas of the team which 
need strengthening. 

“Players coming here will 
still be attracted by the ambi¬ 
tion of it. I’ve got a reputation 
in the game of attracting play¬ 
ers and working with players.” 
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
